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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers filed under 35 U.S.C. 119 (a)-(d) based on an 
application filed in South Africa on 23 January 2002. Applicant has not complied with 
the requirements of 37 CFR 1.63(c), since the oath, declaration or application data 
sheet does not acknowledge the filing of any foreign application. A new oath, 
declaration or application data sheet is required in the body of which the present 
application should be identified by application number and filing date. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a separate sheet in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .52(b)(4). A new abstract of the disclosure is required and 
must be presented on a separate sheet, apart from any other text. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 8 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim has not been further treated on the 
merits. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
McGruffey (US 4,368,745). 

McGruffey discloses a comb (10) including means for indicating what angle, with 
respect to a known datum plane, the comb (10) is being held. The means includes a 
scale marked with angular graduations (indicia 18) and a pointer (pendulum 15) set to 
point in one direction at all times. The scale is integrally fixed to the comb (10). The 
pointer (pendulum 15) is gravitational, so it points vertically irrespective of the inclination 
of the comb (10). 

6. Claims 1-4 and 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Leung (US 5,033,200). 

Leung discloses a comb (5) including means for indicating what angle, with 
respect to a known datum plane, the comb (5) is being held. The means includes a 
compass (21 ). All compasses (21 ) include a scale marked with angular graduations

and a pointer set to point toward magnetic north at all times. The scale is integrally 
fixed to the comb (10). 



7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Henry discloses a comb with features for measuring hair length. 
Furco discloses a comb with levels for determining the position of the comb. Allison et 
al. discloses a device that includes a compass for measuring cervical range of motion. 
Castillo and Wright disclose hair cutting guides.
